WILL CONTINUE TO BE EXECUTED AT THE CONSULAR SECTION. BY THE 
BEGINNING OE FY-78 TOURISTS AND OTHER AMERICANS TRAVELING AND/ 

OR RESIDING ABROAD WHO HAVE POST- 1976 PASSPORTS WILL BE RE- 
QUESTING ADDITIONAL PASSPORT PAGES. THIS IS PARTICULARLY TRUE 
IN THIS REGION SINCE VISAS ISSUED IN AFGHANISTAN AND THE 
SURROUNDING COUNTRIES, TAKE UP AN ENTIRE PASSPORT PAGE. 

THESE VISAS ARE USUALLY VALID EOR ONLY ONE ENTRY, EXPIRE WITHIN 
ONE TO THREE MONTHS, AND MUST THEREEORE BE FREQUENTLY RENEWED. 

SINCE ADDITIONAL PAGES ARE NO LONGER PLACED IN 1977 PASSPORTS, 

THESE PROPLE WILL HAVE TO EXECUTE PASSPORT APPLICATIONS AND 
RENEW THEIR PASSPORTS AT FREQUENT INTERVALS.
